A football mad schoolboy who was born 
without a left hand joyfully declared this 
week: ‘I love my hand’, after trying out a 
new, state-of-the-art robotic hand. 

William Joyner, who lives in Paulerspury 
near Towcester and dreams of being 
Britain’s first disabled professional 
footballer, was born without a fully formed 
left hand. 

But just four months ago, the eight-year- 
old - who only has a palm on his left hand - 
was able to fist bump his mum and hold a 
pen for the first time using a prototype cre¬ 
ated by experts at the University of 
Bedfordshire. 

And this week, he tried on his new 
permanent prosthesis - which has been 
decked out in blue and white, the colours of 
his favourite team Reading FC - which he 
will finally take home before school restarts 
next month, following a few adjustments. 

“I love my hand, it’s much more comfy 
than the one I tried on before,” the 
Paulerspury School pupil said. 

“My friends are really excited for me. I 
can’t wait to take it home and show 
everyone.”

A taxi company is now

A deaf footballer has beaten the likes of 
tennis stars Serena Williams and 
Heather Watson to be named the Sky 
Sports sportswoman of the month - 
earning praise from former Liverpool 
player Stan Collymore.

India’s killer was 
known to police

The ‘loner fantasist’ who 
raped and murdered India 
Chipchase after luring her 
from a nightclub to his 
squalid house was known to 
the police, it has emerged. 

Edward Tenniswood, 52, 
from Northampton, was last 
week found guilty of killing 
the 20-year-old in a unani¬ 
mous verdict which took a 
jury less than two hours to 
reach, following a 10-day trial 
at Birmingham Crown Court. 
He was jailed for a minimum 
of 30 years. 

It has now emerged the kill¬ 



er - who lived in Stanley Road 
in St James - was already 
known to the authorities and 
was the subject of a separate 
criminal investigation for an 
unrelated matter. Police had 
also made contact with him 
just two days before Miss 
Chipchase went missing. 


The investigation meant 
police already had his 
address, which is how - after 
recognising him on CCTV 
footage - officers were able to 
find him so soon. 

And when the missing 
person report was made, the 
Independent Police 

Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) launched an inquiry 
into the force’s response to 
that report, which then had to 
be suspended while the 
murder investigation and 
trial took place. 

But the IPCC says it has now 
restarted the probe and is 
also looking into the response 
and previous contact.

Hammer threat 



A man threatened staff at 
McDonald’s in Sixfields, 
Northampton, with a hammer 
and demanded cash.

Helping to wipe out drug driving 




Northamptonshire Police is 
fighting drug driving on the 
roads 24 hours a day. 

They are one of the few 
forces across the country 
whose officers are able to 
test drivers they believe are 
behind the wheel while 
under the influence. 

In total 100 response offic¬ 
ers in Northamptonshire 
are able to test a driver they 
believe are taking drugs. 

At present the ‘drug- 
wipe’ device used 
by police can only 
test for cannabis 
and cocaine. 

The test wipes 
surfaces for 
traces of drug 
residue. It may 
also be used on 
individuals through 
their sweat or saliva. 

It means officers at the 
roadside can quickly screen 
suspected motorists. 

If you are found to have 
used one of the two 
substances then a blood test 
will be taken which can 


reveal if you have taken 
other drugs. 

PC Dave Lee, who works on 
the Safer Roads Team across 
Northamptonshire, said: 
“Drugs do impact on your 
driving and people should 
not do it. 

“It does contribute to 
people getting killed on the 
roads. Any road traffic death 
is tragic regardless if it’s the 
victim or the offender. 

“The victim usually 
gets the sympathy 
but no one 
deserves to lose 
their life as the 
impact is great 
on all the peo¬ 
ple that person 
leaves behind 
when they are 
dead. 

‘Taking drugs and 
driving does impact on your 
ability to drive a car or ride a 
motorbike. 

“Those who say I have 
been taking it for years and I 
drive better when I smoke 
cannabis are wrong. 


“No one who takes drugs 
wakes up one morning and 
thinks they are going to kill 
themselves or someone else. 

“People do not think like 
that but they make a 
decision and can end up 
paying a very high price by 
killing themselves or some¬ 
one else.” 

Since the drug driving law 
changed in March last year 
it means cops can now catch 


more motorists for drug 
driving. 

New offences cover 16 
drugs, eight illicit and eight 
prescription. 

These include ampheta¬ 
mine, cocaine, LSD, mor¬ 
phine, oxazepam, diaze¬ 
pam, ketamine, temazepam 
and lorazepam. 

Of the force’s testing 
powers, PC Lee added: “We 
got the kits in October 2015 


and they were rolled out in 
time for the Christmas 
drink/drug drive campaign. 

“This means there are two 
officers in each station 
across the county who have 
been trained and can use 
the drugwipe kit. 

“As a force we have got the 
balance right as we can 
police drug driving issues 24 
hours a day seven days a 
week.”

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END OF AN ERA: The Abington Street store closed after the retailer went into administration 


BHS store closes down after 60 years 


These sad pictures 
show the desolate shop 
floor of Northampton 
town centre’s long- 
running BHS store, after 
it closed its doors for 
the very last time. 

After six decades in 
Abington Street, the 
high street retailer shut 
down last Wednesday, 
having served genera¬ 
tions of shoppers since 


the 1950s. The day 
after, the only move¬ 
ment inside the empty 
shell were heartbroken 
staff taking down shop 
fixtures as ‘everything 
must go’ signs hung 
from the ceiling. 

All that was left were 
cans of drinks and 
chocolate bars in its 
food store - which had 
only been opened 


recently - while promo¬ 
tional banners adorned 
the floor. 

And in the shop 
window, rather than the 
traditional sight of 
mannequins, all that 
stood out was a poster 
that read: “This store is 
now closed.

Cop sacked over 
criminal partner

A Northamptonshire Police 
detective constable who 
failed to disclose she was in a 
relationship with a convict¬ 
ed criminal who had served 
time in prison has been 
sacked, after 13 years in the 
force. 

DC Anna Chanel Morris, 33, 
was dismissed without notice 
last Thursday in a fast-track 
gross misconduct hearing at 
Wootton Hall police HQ, 
which was chaired by chief 
constable Simon Edens. 

It was alleged DC Morris, 
who declined to attend the 
hearing, had a relationship 
with a man who was an 
ex-convict, and that although 
she knew she had to tell her 
supervisor about it, she failed 
to do so in a timely manner 
and, when she did, failed to 
be honest about it. 


CC Edens held the hearing 
in the officer’s absence and 
considered all the available 
evidence. 

He concluded that the 
officer had breached the 
standards of profes¬ 
sional behaviour 
expected of a police 
officer and that the 
breach was so seri¬ 
ous it amounted to 
gross misconduct. 

Taking all the facts 
into consideration, CC 
Edens summed up by stating 
that the most appropriate 
outcome was dismissal with¬ 
out notice. 

He said: “DC Morris 
breached those standards (of 
honesty and integrity) and 
showed her willingness to 
engage in a relationship with 
a man who had been 
convicted of criminal offenc¬ 
es. 

“Her failure to disclose her 


association with this man 
and her dishonesty once she 
did is a gross breach in our 
standards. 

“The notifiable association 
policy is in place to 
protect officers, the 
force and the pub¬ 
lic and DC Morris’ 
failure to follow it 
meant such pro¬ 
tection could not 
be afforded in this 
case. 

“Attempts to deceive 
her supervisor and the force 
have irreversibly damaged 
the trust she needed as a 
police constable from her 
colleagues and the force. 

“The public should be able 
to unequivocally accept the 
honesty and integrity of a 
police officer. 

“If we no longer have faith 
in DC Morris’ honesty and 
integrity we cannot expect 
the public to either.” 



Special constable fired for ‘friend request’ 


A special constable has been 
dismissed following a disciplinary 
hearing on Monday. 

Northamptonshire Police special 
constable 3626 Daniel Selcraig 
was the subject of the hearing 
following a misconduct investiga¬ 
tion. 


He attended an address to 
make enquiries into an incident. 
While there the officer spoke to 
the partner of the man. 

The officer led the partner to 
believe it was necessary for her 
to be present when he took a 
witness statement from the male 


and obtained her personal details. 

The officer subsequently made 
contact with the woman via 
social media by sending her a 
‘friend request’. 

Panel chairman Joseph Spencer 
concluded the outcome was 
dismissal without notice.

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Teen dies in sea 
on family holiday

A teenager has died following a ‘fatal 
incident’ in the sea while on holiday in 
Canada - just a month after he attended his 
school’s leavers’ prom and just before he was 
due to receive his GCSE results. 

Tributes have been pouring in on social 
media following the shock death of Pelumi 
Alege, 16, from Northampton, with many 
describing the Caroline Chisholm student as a 
‘loving, caring and funny friend’. 

He had been on holiday with his family when 
the tragedy struck last Friday. 

Just last month he attended his school’s 
prom at Highgate House where the popular 
teenager was pictured in a black suit and tie 
alongside many friends. 

Announcing the sad news of his death, one 
of his friends said on Twitter on Monday via

now know he’s in a better place. 

“His positive and funny outlook on every¬ 
thing has rubbed off on each and every one of 
us and he will be deeply missed. 

“We love you brother.”

A pilot who died in a light 
aircraft crash used to serve 
in the Royal Air Force. 

Richard Green, 79, of Hinton 
in the Hedges in south 
Northamptonshire, died on 
July 28 after his plane - which 
he was flying solo - came 
down shortly after take-off at 
Turweston Aerodrome in 
Buckinghamshire. 

The pensioner, who used to 
work in the heavy plant 
machinery industry before 
retiring, had spent the last 17 
years enjoying his hobby at 
the aerodrome. 

Mr Green started learning 
to fly at Turweston in 1999 - 
despite living in a village 
which is also home to an 
aerodrome - before becoming 
a pilot and experiencing his 
hobby up to four times a 
week. 

The pilot, who leaves behind 
his wife, used to serve in the 
Royal Air Force (RAF) - where 
he worked as a crewman on 
whirlwind helicopters. 

Following his death, 
tributes have poured in, with 
many people describing him 


as a ‘charming gentleman’ 
with a ‘passion for flying’. 

One flying instructor wrote: 
“I remember turning up to fly 
one day at Turdy (Turweston), 
the cloud overcast at a couple 
of thousand feet and a 
moderate gusty crosswind. 

“Richard had already pre¬ 
flighted and disappeared for 
a 20 min flight around the 
area. On returning to the 
clubhouse he made a brief 
comment about being less 
than satisfied with his land¬ 
ing and then proceeded to 
bring sunshine to everyone 


as he always did. A11 this on a 
day when flying was perfectly 
safe and legal but most 
people wouldn’t have 
bothered. A true professional, 
passionate flyer and gentle¬ 
man.” 

He added: “Thank you for 
all the smiles, kind words and 
gentle humour. Thank you for 
making everyone welcome 
from all of us who spent time 
around you or only just met 
you once. We don’t choose 
how we die, but we choose 
how we live. Richard lived. 
That’s why we fly.”

Duo jailed for part 
in Robert’s death

A homeless man and woman 
have been jailed for a total of 
25 years for their part in the 
death of 54-year-old Robert 
Chester who had offered 
them a place to stay. 

At Northampton Crown 
Court last Wednesday Karl 
Pound, 51, of no fixed abode, 
was sentenced to life with a 
minimum of 19 years before 
he can be considered for 
parole. 

Mary Cash, 39, of no fixed 
abode, was sentenced to 10 
years, six in custody and four 
on licence. She must serve 
two thirds of her custodial 


sentence before being 
considered for parole. 

Both were sentenced after 
being convicted of murder 
and manslaughter respec¬ 
tively in April. 

On the night of October 8 
last year the pair were 
welcomed into Mr Chester’s 
house in Rothersthorpe Road, 
Northampton. Robert was 
later stabbed eight times and 
then set on fire in an attempt 
to destroy evidence. 

Neighbours who saw the 
blaze called 999 at midnight 
and attending firefighters 
discovered Robert’s body in 
his sitting room. 

Both Pound and Cash had 
initially pleaded not guilty, 


blaming each other for the 
murder. Cash claimed that 
Pound had stabbed Mr 
Chester following an 
argument over a £10 note. 

Pound said that Cash had 
killed him as she had a bad 
temper when she was drunk. 

After the first day of the trial 
at Northampton Crown 
Court, Pound pleaded guilty 
to killing Robert. Cash, who 
had denied the charge of 
murder, was later found 
guilty of manslaughter by the 
jury. 

DCI Louise Hemingway 
said: “I welcome the sentenc¬ 
es handed down and hope 
Robert’s family can gain 
some comfort from them.”

Robots are set to be the 
‘growth area’ in the next 
decade and one company is 
aiming to ride this robotic 
wave. 

Igus, based in Caswell 
Road, Northampton, is 
already at the cutting edge 
of robotics as it works with 
companies worldwide to 
produce the equipment they 
need to make robots. 

All the 100,000 compo¬ 
nents produced by Igus are 
created in the company's 
main base in Cologne, 
Germany, and are shipped 
over to Northampton where 
they are assembled into 
whatever each customer 
wants to create. 

Igus UK is a worldwide 
manufacturer and distribu¬ 
tor of plastic plain bearings, 
spherical bearings, linear 
guides, cable carriers and 
continuous-flex cables. 

The company has been 
based in Northamptonshire 
for 25 years. It used to be in 
Daventry but about 15 years 
moved to Northampton and 
four years after that to its 
current location where it 
employs 100 people. 

Matthew Aldridge, manag¬ 
ing director, said: “We chose

oil or a lubricant.” Recently 
Igus supplied one of its 
robolink D robotic arms for 
the research which was 
conducted by the Institute 
of Physics on behalf of 
Wired magazine. 

The robotic arm tested 10 
biscuits for ‘dunkability’. 

Digital scales were used to 
measure how much liquid 
each biscuit could absorb 
after a 15-second dunk, with 
each test conducted three 
times, reported Wired. 

The result of the study 
proved, once and for all, 
that McVitie’s Rich Tea is the 
‘most dunkable’ biscuit, 
with the snack commended 
for ‘holding its form with 
ease during the absorption 
test’.

Boy’s joy over new hand 



LIFE CHANGING: William Joyner, eight, can 
now look forward to life with two hands 



An eight-year-old boy who was born without a left 
hand is about to see his life transformed - thanks to 
a prosthetic one made by a 3D printer. 

William Joyner, who lives in Paulerspury near 
Towcester and dreams of being the first disabled 
professional footballer, was born without a left hand 
as a result of ‘amniotic band syndrome’ (ABS). 

But just four months ago, the boy - who only has a 
palm on his left hand - was able to fist bump his 
mum and hold a pen for the very first time using a 
prototype created by experts at the University of 
Bedfordshire. And by next month, when school 
restarts, the Reading FC football fan hopes to have 
the new, fully-built robotic hand, which includes a 
blue and white version - the colours of his team - 
and a skin coloured one. 

The Paulerspury School pupil will then, using 
signals from muscles in his arm to control the hand, 
be able to carry out tasks from tying his shoe laces 
through to holding drinks and ice lollies. 

William will also be able to put in more football 
training as a right wing player for Northants Junior 
Foxes - a Leicester City affiliated football team which 
helps develop players to a level where they can then 
move into the Leicester City FC Academy. 

William’s mum Jo Joyner, who initiated the project 
when she contacted the university over a year ago, 
said: “He’s really excited about it. He’s been telling all 
his friends and we hope he gets it in time for the 
start of the new school year. I think it will really boost 
his confidence.” 

The bid to create a new hand was led by experts 
Dr David Jazani and technician Mark Hooper at the 
university’s Luton campus. 

ABS occurs when an unborn baby becomes entan¬ 
gled in fibrous string-like amniotic bands in the 
womb, restricting blood flow. The syndrome can 
cause a number of birth defects depending on which 
body part is affected. If a band wraps tightly around 
a limb - like a hand in William’s case - the limb can 
be completely amputated.

Tresham as 
‘inadequate’

OFSTED has issued a damming 
report on Tresham College of 
Further and Higher Education in 
Northamptonshire. 

The education watchdog has 
been scathing in its criticism of 
the college which it sees as failing 
with the teachers and with the 
governors. 

It firmly believes: ‘senior man¬ 
agers to account more robustly 
when performance drops below 
acceptable standards’ and ‘ensure 
all members of the governing 
body are subject to the college’s 
otherwise strict procedures for 
recruitment and vetting’. 

OFSTED has hit Tresham 
College hard with this report and 
expects instant changes. 

Some of the reasons given by 
OFSTED as why the college is 
rated inadequate are: 

- The principles of study pro¬ 
grammes are not being met and 
apprenticeship provision is inad¬ 


equate: 

- Achievement rates on study 
programmes are low and have 
been in decline for the past three 
years. 

- Too many students fail to 
achieve the grades of which they 
are capable. 

- Target setting for apprentices 
and for students on study pro¬ 
grammes is poor. 

- The development of students’ 
English and mathematics skills 
requires improvement. 

Responding Stuart Wesselby, 
Principal at Tresham College of 
Further and Higher Education, 
said: “Naturally we are extremely 
disappointed by the outcome of 
the college’s recent Ofsted inspec¬ 
tion but I am proud that staff 
members were commended for 
their professionalism and team 
spirit throughout the inspection. 

“The college management team 
will now be working with staff to 
continue making progress and 
implement strategies to address 
the areas of concern raised by 
Ofsted.

I’m looking at ideas of the self, societal 
norms and consumerism. I work to 
understand these ideas through dura¬ 
tional performances. One of these is 
called Suit. 

I have to wear the same floral suit eve¬ 
ryday for a year, it is a massive restric¬ 
tion on my choices because I can’t wear 
any other clothes. That’s right, I only 
wear the suit and nothing but. It comes 
off when I go to sleep and shower, it 
mostly gets cleaned ad patched up by 
hand. 

I wanted to practice non-consumerism 
after getting rid of most of my posses¬ 
sions in a piece called Destruction of a 
Legacy. Since starting Suit I have given 
all my other clothes away so now it’s all I 
have left. 

The suit is made up of floral trousers 
and jacket, and a cream shirt. 

The material came from an old care 
home I used to live in. I stayed there for a 
year with these curtains, then when I left 
I took them with me and got them made 
into a suit. It creates a nice parallel 
between having them protect me from 
people seeing me when I was in my 
room, to protecting my nakedness from 
being seen now I wear them. They don’t 
stop people from seeing me however, I 
get stared at a lot. 

I was mocking the idea of a suit, which 
I see as being as far away from our natu¬ 
ral state as possible. I mixed the formal 
suit with something very familiar. 

I’m opposing societal norms we’re just 
used to following them and accepting 
them. It restricts my desires, my needs, 
to wear other clothes, I actually get jeal¬ 
ous of other people’s ability to choose 
what to wear sometimes, even though 
there is a great simplicity and freeness in 
this lack of choice.

A novelist's room, without a view 



IF THE questions on highbrow 
TV quiz show Only Connect 
baffle you, you also might not 
realise that the name itself is 
from a well-known book. 

The BBC2 programme hosted 
by Victoria Coren Mitchell, 
where teams compete to find 
connections between seemingly 
unrelated clues, takes its title 
from a quotation in E.M. 
Forster’s Howards End: “Only 
connect the prose and the 
passion, and both will be exalted, 
and human love will be seen at 
its highest. Live in fragments no 
longer.” 

Forster had five novels 
published in his lifetime - most 
of them movie material. Three 
were made into films by 
Merchant-Ivory - A Room with a 
View, Howards End and Maurice 
- while David Lean directed A 
Passage To India. 

Forster kept a London flat 
from 1925, although he spent 
much of his life with his 
widowed mother Lily in Surrey. 
Forster moved from Bloomsbury 


to Arlington Park Mansions in 
October 1939, partly to escape 
central London following the 
outbreak of war, and also to be 
closer to his friend and lover Bob 
Buckingham in Shepherd’s 
Bush. Forster spent one or two 
days a week at his top-floor flat, 
travelling with a small bag by 
bus and train, as he regarded 
taxis, “a vulgar extravagance”. 
The thrifty writer used the flat 


as a pied-a-terre until his death 
in 1970. 

This one-bedroom, ground 
floor maisonette in the building 
is now up for sale at £525,000. 
This blue plaque property 
opposite Turnham Green has 
been recently renovated and has 
its own private access.

Standfield and Thomas’s son 
John - were deported to 
Australia in 1834. 

The men were charged with 
having taken an illegal oath and 
forming a trade union to protest 
about their meagre pay of six 
shillings a week - the equivalent 


of 30p in today’s money and the 
third wage cut in as many years. 

However, the working class 
rose up in support of the men; a 
huge demonstration marched 
through London and an 
800,000-strong petition was 
delivered to Parliament. After 
three years, the government 
relented and they returned home 
with free pardons and as heroes. 

The oldest, Thomas Standfield 


was co-founder of the Tolpuddle 
Union and many of their 
meetings were held in the 
upstairs room of his 
three-bedroom cottage, now on 
the market for £300,000. 

This piece of history is Grade I 
listed, has a sitting room with 
open fire, kitchen-diner, with one 
of the bedrooms leading up to 
the secret meeting room/loft.

CHEEKY chappie George 
Formby was loved by millions 
for his gormless musical comedy 
act as a loveable working class 
hero, and catchphrase “Turned 
out nice again.” 

Since his death, he’s become a 
cult figure with hundreds of fan 
clubs around the world - it even 
transpired earlier this year that 
the Queen had toyed with 
becoming President of the 
George Formby Society. But the 
ukulele-strumming entertainer 
was a notorious womaniser 
married to an alcoholic and 
strong-willed wife. He later 
became engaged seven weeks 
after his wife died. 

Formby came from a wealthy 
family with a dark history - his 
grandmother was a prostitute 
and his father was a bigamist - 
and his own home life became 
equally colourful as he argued 
constantly with wife and 
manager Beryl. The former 
music hall star went onto make 
popular movies, earning up to 
£35,000 per film, although Beryl 
only gave him five shillings (25p) 
a week pocket money. 


As Formby’s popularity faded 
he developed depression and an 
addiction to morphine 
prescribed for heart disease. He 
got engaged to teacher Pat 
Howson but died a year later, 
aged 56, two days before they 
were due to marry in 1961. 

Formby grew up in this 
Edwardian detached house in 
the village of Stockton Heath, 


near Warrington in Cheshire, 
which is now a hotel up for sale 
at £1.6m. With six en-suite rooms 
- five in the main house - there’s 
also another room and living 
accommodation for the owner in 
a former coach house, along with 
a guest lounge, study, kitchen 
and small patio outside.

Don’t get weighed down

TOWING a trailer is something 
many of us do from time to time, 
but shock figures indicate that 
more than half of van drivers 
don’t know maximum load¬ 
carrying capacity of vehicles. 

While adding a trailer behind 
your van to carry additional 
equipment may seem a simple 
process, alack of knowledge 
about vehicle load weights and 
towing laws could mean that 
drivers are potentially breaking 
the law. 

Research undertaken by 
Volkswagen Commercial Vehicles 
found that a worrying 53 per cent 
of van drivers didn’t know their 
vehicle’s maximum load carrying 
capacity, and nearly half of 
businesses do not monitor the 
weights of company vehicles on a 
regular basis. 

In 2015, the DVSA stopped more 
than 10,800 vans on UK roads 
and found 89 per cent to be 
driving overloaded. 

Volkswagen Commercial 
Vehicles is urging customers to 
ensure they know their vehicle’s 
towing capacity before hitching 
up. 

On a UK full car licence, anyone 
can drive up to 3.5 tonnes Gross 
Vehicle Weight (GVW). However, 
when adding a trailer, the laws 


become more complicated, with 
restrictions on a permissible 
vehicle and trailer weights for 
those who obtained their driving 
licence after 1997. 

Going above these weights 
(without the right licence or a 
tachograph being fitted can lead 
to large fines for businesses. 

Companies can also potentially 
face a court summons and even 
immobilisation of the vehicles for 
failing to comply. 

Using the wrong vehicle for 


towing can also affect driving 
performance, for example 
reducing acceleration and 
increasing stopping distances, 
particularly in the wet, and can 
cause long term detrimental 
damage to the vehicle. 

Volkswagen Commercial 
Vehicles says its Van Centre staff 
can help businesses select the 
right vehicle for their needs, 
ensuring vehicles are capable of 
towing the right weight. 

If you passed your car driving 


test (category B) after fanuary 19, 
2013, you can tow small trailers 
weighing no more than 750kg or 
trailers over 750kg as long as the 
combined weight of the trailer 
and towing car or van is no more 
than 3.5 tonnes maximum 
authorised mass (MAM). 

MAM is the limit on how much 
the vehicle can weigh when it’s 
loaded. 

To tow anything heavier you 
need to pass the car and trailer 
driving test.

Take a look inside...

SOMETIMES you think car 
designers inhabit a different 
world from ordinary mortals, 
where everything is sporty, 
vibrant and exciting. 

No it isn’t. Sometimes we just 
want a car that will take the 
family from A to B. 

If it manages that while keeping 
us safe and comfortable, not 
breaking down and not costing a 
fortune to run then it’s job done. 

And on those practical criteria 
the SEAT Alhambra you see here 
deserves an A-grade, comfort¬ 
ably. It is undoubtedly safe (top 
marks in the official test), 
comfortable (and simply vast 
inside for people and luggage) 
and economical too. 

What the Alhambra most 
definitely not is ‘sporty’, 
especially with £250 worth of 
Pure White paint emphasising its 
sheer bulk. ‘More like a smart 
minibus’, said the Navigator-in- 
Chief at first glimpse of a car that 
will seat seven adults. 

SEAT thinks that not only is 
their full-size people carrier 
‘sporty’, it is also an ‘emotional, 
engaging design’ and has ‘power¬ 
ful lines’. To these eyes it is none 
of the above, and none the 
worse for it. Better in fact, as it 
follows a brief to act as full-on 


family holdall, not a sad interpre¬ 
tation of a misshapen Ferrari. 

So let’s ignore the hype and 
look at the car instead. You can 
enjoy the Alhambra’s space 
and comfort from £24,680 in a 
model that comes with a 1.4- 
litre petrol engine. Most buyers 
will look for a diesel and these 
start at £26,990 for a 2.0-litre 
unit like the one in this car. 

At the top of the Alhambra pile 
is the £35,945 FRLine. 

I’d be happier with the less ex¬ 
pensive and more down to earth 
Alhambra in SE trim tested here. 
It lacks for little, with standard 
kit running to 17 inch alloys, 
cruise control, climate control 
and ample examples of clever 
thinking that will make life less 
stressful. These range from an 
electronic brake that automati¬ 
cally holds the car once stopped 
until you engage the clutch and 
drive off, to storage compart¬ 
ments all over the place. 

Big sliding rear doors make it 
easy to clamber into the third 
row of seats and it is the work of 
a moment or two to flop rows 
two and three flat into the floor, 
leaving a load space so vast you 
could contemplate turning into 
a courier company.

BladeGlider runs at Rio By: Stewart Smith 


NISSAN is showcasing its BladeGlider all-electric, 
three-seater prototype sports car at the Olympic Games 
venue in Rio de Janeiro. First shown at the Tokyo 
Auto Show in 2013, two BladeGliders have arrived 
in Brazil to symbolise future technologies that will 
combine Intelligent Mobility, environmentally-friendly 
impact and sports-car Nissan driving capabilities. 
The debut of the BladeGlider at the games is part of 
Nissan’s development of zero-emission vehicles and 
new automotive technologies including autonomous 
drive systems and connectivity. The unusual layout 
of the BladeGlider means the driver sits in arrowhead 
formation slightly in front of two passengers, who 


enjoy extended legroom. The view for all occupants is 
panoramic, with a seamless cockpit windscreen. As far 
as power goes the prototype is 100 percent electric, with 
performance delivered by Nissan’s technical partner for 
the BladeGlider project, UK-based Williams Advanced 
Engineering. Power is supplied by a high performance 
five module lithium-ion 220kW battery. Maximum speed 
of the demonstration models is in excess of 118mph, with 
0-62mph taking less than five seconds. The rear wheel 
drive is provided by two 130kW electric motors - one 
for each wheel. VIPs attending the Rio Olympics will be 
offered dynamic rides in one of the BladeGliders and the 
other will be on static display. 



VW to clean up petrol cars By: Chris Russon 


THE Volkswagen Group is continuing with moves 
to clean up its engines and has announced it will 
be fitting particulate filters to petrol cars from 
next year. The company, still reeling from the 
‘dieselgate’ scandal where it admitted cheating 
over C02 readouts from its diesel engines, says 
the filters will reduce soot emissions by up to 90 
per cent. Such filters are already used on diesel 
engines to remove harmful particles from exhaust 
gasses and VW now plans to introduce them 
on petrol models starting with the 1.4-litre TSI 
Tiguan SUV and the 2.0-litre TFSI Audi A5 coupe. 
Dr Ulrich Eichhorn, head of group research and 
development for Volkswagen, said: “Following 
increases in efficiency and lower C02 output, we 
are now bringing about a sustained reduction in 
the emission levels of our modern petrol engines 
by fitting particulate filters as standard.” The first 



models with the new filters will be available from 
June 2017 and VW says that by 2022 the number 
of its vehicles fitted with the new technology could 
run to seven million a year. VW said it intended to 
roll out the introduction of the so-called gasoline 
particulate filters on all of its group brands which 
as well as Volkswagen and Audi also includes 
Skoda, SEAT and Bentley

ICONIC British sports car company Caterham 
has announced its latest motorsport model, the 
Seven 310, engineered by its sports development 
experts who upgraded the existing Seven 270’s 
Sigma engine. The necessary Sigma engine 
upgrade, allowing racers to move up to the 
Supersport category from Tracksport - which 
involved high-performance camshafts and 
revised mapping, generating as much as an extra 
20bhp in the rev range - resulted in the surprise 


discovery. While an associated aftermarket option was 
always mooted for owners of Seven 270s as a result of 
the race engine upgrade, the driver experience offered 
by the new set-up prompted Caterham to create a 
brand new model, the 310. The new Seven 310 will also 
be the first model to debut a new optional extra - LED 
headlamps, a first for Caterham, and an option which 
will be available across the range.

THE number of petrol stations in the 
UK has dropped by 75 per cent in the 
past four decades and Nissan UK says 
by 2020 there will be more public 
electric charging stations than petrol.

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Wakely: Northants back on the map

Middlesex 132-7 by seven wickets

Northamptonshire captain Alex Wakely said 
his side produced the complete performance 
during their comprehensive victory over 
Middlesex in the quarter finals of the T20 
Blast on Tuesday, which booked their place at 
Finals Day for the third time in four years. 

A fine bowling display, which saw Rory 
Kleinveldt take 3-24, restricted Middlesex to a 
below-par total before Adam Rossington’s 
unbeaten 67 guided Northants home with few 
alarms and with 11 deliveries to spare. 

It means yet another trip to Edgbaston for the 
competition’s final stages for Wakely’s men 
and the skipper was proud of his side, who he 
said have put Northants back on map, coming 
through a group stage riddled with injuries, 
but with many a match winner in their ranks. 

“It’s a really good feeling right now, proud of 
what we have achieved. Obviously we haven’t 
won anything yet but to get back there, put 
Northants on the map - again people forgot us 
and hopefully people take us a bit more seri¬ 
ously now,” he said. 

“Three out of four is pretty good for a small 
club like Northants, everyone writes us off all 


the time and no-one gives us a chance but 
we’re there now and if we can keep playing the 
cricket we’re doing people are going to start 
noticing Northants. 

“We bowled brilliantly, we talked about bowl¬ 
ing a hard length regardless of the pitch and 
Rosso was so calm out there, I’d say that’s the 


best innings he played so far for us, he was 
calm and put his foot down at the right time 
and I think today was a complete performance. 

“Someone’s always stepped up to the plate, 
someone’s always played that match-winning 
innings, got the early wickets or took that catch 
and that’s the best thing about this team, it 


really is a team. There’s so much talent anyone 
can win us a game at any moment. 

“We have had lots of injuries, we’ve had lots of

A Wales international, with 34 caps to 
his name, Nyatanga has spent the 
majority of his career in the 
Championship, with Derby and Bristol 
City, before dropping to League One 
with Barnsley, and having trained with 
his new teammates, believes they have 
what it takes to make the step up. 

An ever present during the first half 
of Barnsley’s League One campaign 
last season, he was reduced to an 
unused substitute role under new man¬ 
ager Paul Heckingbottom after 
Christmas and is now looking forward 
to getting regular game time at the 
Cobblers. 

“You see what this team did last year, 
see the squad they’ve got, I spoke to the 
manager and at the end of the day it 
was quite an easy decision,” he said on 
moving to Sixfields. “The fact that they 
were champions of League Two, that 
stood out, some of the players here I’ve 
played with before so definitely a club 
on the up which is a good sign. 

“It was important for me to move on 
and get some games under my belt. 

Last season I played 28 games but the 
season before I played every game so 
that’s my aim, to play in every game 
possible. 

“He [Rob Page] was interested in me 
for a while, so it’s up to me now to show 
my worth, bed down in the team and 
work with the rest of the players to do 
the best we can this season. 

“Every level has its increase in quality 
and tempo and so on but what I’ve seen 
of this team I think they’re well capable 
of making the step up.” 

Cobblers boss Rob Page said 
Nyatanga’s experience will be a valua¬ 
ble asset to his squad, and is still tar¬ 
geting a couple more new faces to com¬ 
plete his squad, but admitted he may 
have to patient to secure them. 

He said: “In an ideal world we’d like 
another couple of bodies in the build¬ 
ing, we are in the process of trying to 

get them in. It’s a frustrating process 
at times as you can have targets and 
for whatever reason it doesn’t 
materialise.” 


Late and great for Town 
as O’Toole snatches win

lohn-loe O’Toole sealed a dra¬ 
matic extra-time victory for 
Northampton Town at 
Championship side Barnsley to 
send the Cobblers through to the 
second round of the EFL Cup on 
Tuesday night. 

Rob Page’s men had to dig deep 
and absorb plenty of pressure in 
the extra half-hour, but it appears 
the battling qualities that charac¬ 
terised them last season are well 
in truly still there as they gave 
themselves of drawing one of the 
Premier League big boys. 

It was all a bit too easy for 
Barnsley when they took the lead 
after 20 minutes, as Josh Scowen 
was able to sneak a header at the 
near post from Adam HammiH’s 
free kick, which gave Adam Smith 
no chance. 

The hosts found things comfort¬ 
able after what had in truth been a 
decent start from the Cobblers, 
who found it difficult to gain 
much of a foothold. 

But they were gifted an equaliser 
seven minutes after the restart 
when Gabriel Zakuani’s header 
from Matt Taylor’s corner was 
deflected into the air and Barnsley 
‘keeper Adam Davies somehow 
fumbled into his own net. 

Smith then pushed out a curling 
effort from Hammill before Davies 
partially redeemed himself by 
making a brave block at the feet of 
Zander Diamond as the match 
went into extra time. 

Stefan Payne almost struck in 
the second minute of it, as his 
thunderous drive from 25 yards 
came crashing back off the bar, 
but the Cobblers led for the first 
time with six minutes left. 

Again it came from a Taylor cor¬ 
ner and it was O’Toole - one of the 
heroes of last year’s promotion - 
who rose highest to power in a 
header at the back post. 

Here’s what we learned from the 
game... 


The Gaffer 

Rob Page looks to be giving com¬ 
binations a chance to develop 
after making only one change 
from Saturday’s draw with 
Fleetwood, as Alfie Potter replaced 
Marc Richards. 

It meant a switch to a 4-2-3-1 
formation that brought so much 
success last season, although 
O’Toole was pushed further for¬ 
ward after Barnsley took control 
in the first half. 

It took a while for the change to 
take effect, but the Cobblers 
looked more fired up in the sec¬ 
ond half onwards and introducing 
Sam Hoskins improved the link¬ 
up play. 

On the plus side 

Gabriel Zakuani has a nose for 
danger, as the man signed from 
Peterborough during the summer 
was almost constantly the first 
man on the scene around his own 


area. 

He and Diamond seem to have 
struck a decent understanding in 
the early goings and it’ll be inter¬ 
esting to see where Lewin 
Nyatanga fits in. Still, the Cobblers 
will need the cover he’ll bring. 

We also saw the first glimpses of 
O’Toole finding last season’s form 
after he was given more of a free 
role in the second half. 

Football funnies 

Chris Neal’s own goal benefitted 
Town at the weekend, but the 
Fleetwood ‘keeper couldn’t have 
done much about that, unlike 
Davies on the leveller, which 
changed the dynamic of the game. 

All it needed was for the Barnsley 
stopper to play it safe and push 
the ball over his own bar after 
Zakuani’s deflected header looped 
awkwardly. How he flapped it into 
his own net was actually more dif¬ 
ficult. 


The opposition 

Barnsley have some good tech¬ 
nical players, with Hammill 
always looking most likely to 
cause problems to the 
Northampton defence. 

The visitors managed to get to 
grips with the Tykes in the second 
half and they eventually made 
them pay for missing too many 
chances. 

Man of the match - Gabriel 
Zakuani 

As previously mentioned, he was 
a rock at the back who kept keep¬ 
ing Barnsley at bay and not for the 
first time, looked like an excellent 
acquisition by Page. 

The talk from Posh fans about 
him being potentially over-the- 
hill is looking premature on this 
showing and hopefully there are 
much more like it to come as he 
continues to make a fine first 
impression at Sixfields.

Northampton Town manager Rob 
Page believed his players showed 
glimpses of what he is trying to 
build during their 2-1 victory over 
Championship side Barnsley in the 
EFL Cup on Tuesday night. 

The Cobblers began tentatively at 
Oakwell, as they fell behind and 
went over half an hour without 
really threatening their opponents 
from the division above. 

But they were revitalised after 
being handed an equaliser 
through a calamitous own goal by 
Barnsley goalkeeper Adam Davies 
and gave as good as they got in 
attack for the rest of the match, 
including extra time. 

It eventually brought its reward 
with six minutes left, as John-Joe 
O'Toole powered in a header that 
sent them into the second round 
and gave Page his first competitive 
win as Town boss. 

Page said: “We went with a three 
in the middle of the park and it 
obviously worked for us - at times 
they went to an out and out 4-4-2 
so we then had to utilise that third 
man in the middle of the park. 

“When you've got someone like 
Matty Taylor, with his quality and 
knowledge of the game, it certainly 
helps on the pitch. [Harry] 
Beautyman, with his energy and 
range of passing he gives you, is 
fantastic as well so I think you've 
seen glimpses of it now. 

“We're still a work in progress - 
we're getting there and at times we 
had to defend for our lives and 
Gabs [Zakuani] and Zander 
Diamond were outstanding throw¬ 
ing themselves in front of shots. 

“Sometimes you have to ride your 
luck, but you create your own sort 
of fortune and we deserved the win 
at the end.” 

It was just the fillip Northampton 
needed ahead of their trip to 
Charlton Athletic at the weekend, 
which could see them up against 
former midfielder Ricky Holmes.

Adam Rossington came back to bite his former 
county as his half-century guided Northants 
into Finals Day of the NatWest T20 Blast with a 
quarter final victory over Middlesex, and while 
he spoke of his personal satisfaction, he was 
delighted to get his side over the line. 

Rossington’s 67 off 53 balls ensured Northants 
made light work of chasing 133 as the former 
Middlesex man smashed four sixes in his 53 -ball 
knock, an innings that controlled the run-chase 
alongside Ben Duckett. 

Rory Kleinveldt, Richard Gleeson and Seekkuge 
Prasanna all impressed with the ball as the 
visitors were restricted to 132-7, and Rossington 


said their display had made for a comfortable 
run chase as the Steelbacks booked their place 
at Edgbaston a week on Saturday. 

“It’s really satisfying, the most important thing 
is we get over the line but it’s always nice to be 
there at the end having seen the team home,” he 
said.

It will be a third appearance in four years at 
Finals Day for Northants, having won the trophy 
in 2013 before losing in the final 12 months ago 
and Rossington said the players are keen to 
ensure they go one better this time around. 

“It’s brilliant, it’s really important for the club 
and all the lads, can’t wait for Finals Day to 
come around and hopefully go one better this 
year.
